Seniy'Olapham sworn, — lam constahlo 
at Galiauo Island. From information I 
received, T W(>nt in comjiany with Horman 
.Tolinson, tho deceased's brothor, and an 
Indian uium^d .lim, alongside tho boat in 
which the prisoner, ,lohn Brown, was. Ho 
asked mo where we were going and what 
we wanted. I then jumped on board aiid 
arrested him. He asked what for V I said 
on suspicion of murdering John Johnson. 
He said, "My God I My God ! I I did'nt 
do it. Ijot "mo go ! " After landing at 
(ledar Hill, on the way to tho prison at 
Victoria, he said to me, "Harry, tell thom 
wlien yon get me there, (meaning gaol, I 
snp])ose) that it was a cultas yarn and 
not to be too hard on me at llrst."

Exanuned liy Mr. Johnson — I arrested 
him on Sunday last. I've kno\vn him 7 or 
S years. Ho lived about XY, or 2 nnles 
from mv housi-. Tho alleged murder 
took jilace on the llith of Jbircli last. Ho 
is a lisherman and I arrested him on hiu 
own boat. 1 had no suspicion of him bo- 
fore. He boro a very good (dmractor. Ho 
saved a shiiJYrocked crew last wjntof. I 
know he saved them because I saw thom 
at tho prisoner's house. Ho did not at- 
tempt to get away, and made no resist- 
ance. H(> ])rayed to be let go. T took no 
memorandum in writing of the statements 
he afterwards niad(V The jirisoner kept 
talking all the time after his arr(<st. .\ 
good deal of conversation took j)lacrj bo- 
tweon tho xirisouer and the Indian Jiin.
